line tho local freight on the M. A I. came 
along. 
It was very windy and '■lie was 
walking along with her head ujwn and 
apparently did not hear the train until 
it was almost upon her. She attempted 
to step otT the track and her feet evi­ 
dently slipped anti she fell, the engine 
crushing both her legs below the knees. 
The train w as stopped almost instant­ 
ly, but it took nearly fifteen minutes to 
extricate her f i nm the engine. A stretch­ 
er was meanwhile secured at tho shops 
and she was placed on it in a freight car 
and a switch engine at once flurried her 


over to the No'thern Pacific Sanitarium 
vvhero her feet were amputated and all 
that medical skill could do was done.

Harmony was tho key note of the reg 
ii I ii r meeting of the city council Monday 
evening. 
On scarcely an^ matter be­ 
fore the council was there any but a 
unanimous vote. Tho only matter that 
caused more than a ripple of excitement 
or aroused unusual interest was the 
matter of the granting of the renewal of 
tho license of Nels Nelson. 
It seemed 
to be the sentiment of a number of the 
councilmen that Mr. Nelson having paid 
his tine and promised to be good in 
futuro should be given another chance. 
But Alderman Zakariasen asked the 
city attorney if the council had any 
right to grant a license to a man who 
had been convicted of violation of the 
liquor laws ann Mr. Polk read a section 
of the now c ale which provides that it 
is unlawful for a council to grant a 
license to any person within one year of 
the time that a person was so convicted 
and that any council man who voted to 
grant a license, or being present failed 
to vote against it. was guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor and subject to punishment 
therefor. This 
put an end 
to 
all 
thought of granting a license. 
The council was called to order on the 
tick of the watch by President Johnson 
and tho following aldermen answered 
to their names: Zakariasen, Drc-xlcr, 
Turcot to, Farrar, Fogelstrom, Baker. 
Absent, Houck, Graham and Twohey. 
Alderman Graham came in during the 
reading of the minutes of last previous 
meeting. 
Attorney Polk reported that he had 
written the officials of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railway Co., regarding the matter 
of the ground occupied by the Laurel 
street bridge, and asked them regard­ 
ing the renewal of the permit to the 
city to use the ground for a bridge in 
the futuro, but had received no reply. 
Mr. Polk also reported that he had in­ 
vestigated the question of the invest­ 
ment of the sinking funds of the elec­ 
tric light department and had found 
that it would be illegal to invest them 
in city warrants. 
The annual reports from the offices of 
the various hose companies was read, 
showing all companies having tho re­ 
quisite number of men in good stand­ 
ing. 
Alderman Fogelstrom reported that 
the entire council did not visit the 
Laurel street bridge to examine it as 
agreed. 
He also moved that the city 
city clerk be instructed to advertise for 
bids for the repairing of tho bridge, bids 
to be opened at the second regular 
meeting in April, the loth, ail bids to 
be accompanied by a certified check for 
$100. The council reserved the right to 
reject any and all bids. 
Boll call was ordered and all voted 
aye except President Johnson. 
Supt. Baker of the electric light de­ 
partment reported that the repairs wero 
completed^and the plant was now in 
fine running order. The motor for tho 
stone crusher would be shipped back in 
a few days. 
Then the question of the granting of 
a license to Nels Nelson came up. Al­ 
derman Fogolstrom stated that it was 
too near spring to take any chances on 
having to go to jail for granting the 
license and a motion to reject the ap­ 
plication was carried unanimously. 
Mr. 
Nelson then appeared before the coun­ 
cil and stated in the course of his talk 
that his attorney had told him that if 
he would plead guilty he would be 
granted a license. If it had not been 
for this he would not have plead guilty. 
This brought up the question as to 
whether cr not any member of the 
council had made any such pledge but 
all declared that though they had heard 
such talk on the streets no one had ap­ 
proached them. 
Alderman Fogelstrom 
said that he had been told that a detec­ 
tive in the employ of the city had urged 
minors to buy drinks, but this was de­ 
nied. 
Attorney Blbwitt appeared in behalf 
of the Brainerd Brewing Co., asking 
that the license of W. T. Larrabee, ex­ 
piring June 1st, be transferred to the 
Brainerd Brewing company as they had 
furnished the $500 and had received 
but $3i>0 of it back. During the talk it 
was stated that the Brewing company 
had put up $12,000 for licenses for the 
boys, and unless they could have the 
licenses transferred to them they stood 
heavy loners if the saloonkeepers failed. 
The request was granted, City Attorney 
Polk stating that though the transfer 
was not in accordance with law ho 
would not object. 
Under the law, he 
stated no saloon license could be trans­ 
ferred, either as to location or licensee 
without application, publication and 
hearing, the same as for a new' license, 
and that hereafter he shonld insist that 
the letter of the lav/ be observed. On 
motion the license was transferred from 
i W. T. Larrabee to E. Bopped. 


J. S. Gardner, proprietor of the Palace 
hotel, appeared to protest against the 
bill for 
the porch light, which had 
been there six years without his paying 
n cent for it. 
He claimed that the sup­ 
erintendent of the electric light plant 
placed it there for the use of the public. 
On motion the city clerk was instructed 
to cancel the past charges for tho light 
and several others claimed to have been 
put in under the same c o nditio ns, and 
to notify the owners of tho properties 
affected that tho l i g h t s would be col 
looted for hereafter. 
Mr. Gardner then 
notified the council to have tho light re­ 
moved. 
On motion of Alderman Farrar tho 
vote to reject the license of Nels Nelson 
was reconsidered and he was "permitted 
to withdraw his application, bond and 
license fee. 
'Ehe license bond of John Wise for the 
Globe hotel, to take effect April 1st, was 
approved subject to the approval of tho 
city attorney as to form, and tho license 
was ordered granted. 
The application and bond of Dorth 
Arovlnich, junk dealers, wero approved 
and license ordered granted. 
Mayor Wise reported that John Guy- 
ette, a paroled inmate of Fergus Falls, 
was creating a disturbance around town 
and asked what should be done with 
him as the authorities at Fergus Falls 
objected to paroled inmates being placed 
in jail. The city attorney advised plac­ 
ing him in the city lock up for tho night 
and it was ordered done. 
It was moved by Alderman Baker that 
Electric Light Supt. Baker be instruct­ 
ed to place all private consumers using 
three 16 candle power lights or more on 
meters at once. 
Motion was carried 
without a dissenting vote. 
The matter of a steam roller was 
brought up and Mayor Wise reported 
that he had written for prices, etc., in 
order to have something definite to lay 
before the county commissioners. Supt. 
Baker arose and asked leave to address 
the council, saying that tho firm of Har­ 
rison A Peterson, of Little F alls, had a 
ll-ton, 20 horse roller fitted to couple to 
crusher, which had been used but six 
weeks, which they wished to sell and 
that they had requested him to lay the 
matter before the city authorities. 
Aldermen Johnson, Farrar and Fog- 
elstrom were appointed a committee to 
select a park commissioner. 
Alderman Graham' was assigned to 
the committee places held by Alderman 
harrison, with the exception that Alder­ 
man Houck was made chairman of the 
special waterworks committee and Al­ 
derman Graham placed at the foot. 
The matter of bettor tiro protection 
facilities was informally discussed but 
no action was taken.

Bitt, fully conscious of the extraor­ 
dinary state of excitement disclosed by 
this breach of decoruin, moved the ad­ 
journment on the unparalleled ground 
that ‘til** minds of members were too 
agitated to discuss the question with 
coolness and judicially.’ 
Sheridan had 
spoken for five hours and forty min­ 
utes. 
No full report of the speech 
exists.

know little of til*' literature on Hie 
subject find still less from personal ob­ 
servation.

Birds must use their Dills as hands, 
and to some extent tin* tongues supple­ 
ment such us**. 
Thus nut and seed 
cating birds extract the kernel from 
the shell, which is cracked between 
tin* mandibles. 
'I'h** full complement of b urns of the 
tongue consists of eight. 
Tic* s Ll a po 
varies considerably In different species, 
and the comparative si*/.** very much 
more, although there is a prevailing 
general resemblance. 
The size and de­ 
velopment of the various bones con­ 
trol tin* shape and u tility of tin* organ. 
Well developed front bones mean a 
thick. Meshy tongue, such as we find 
in members of the duck fam ily, while 
small forward bones usually accom­ 
pany a small tongue of less importance 
to the owner, sometimes little more 
than rudimentary, like that of tin* pel­ 
ican. 
Among such birds as have occasion 
to protrude the tongue well beyond the 
tip of the bill the hind bones are mar 
vinously developed and greatly elon­ 
gated. for these an* the bones oil which 
tile tongue is hung. 
The edges of tin* tongues of most 
birds are more or loss fringed, tiffs fea­

S-»:ne of tin* sf'a birds have very sim­ 
ple tongues, which serve but Ii111** pur­ 
pose. 
The tongues of the honey creep­ 
ers have very fine and long feathering. 
while those of the woodpecker are long. 
slender and pointed, and the roots of 
some species curve clear around the 
back of tin* 
kull, up over the crown, 
and their tips rest at tin* base of the 
upper mandible. 
W ith the exception 
of tin* sapsuckers tile tongues of wood­ 
peckers are capable of great protru­ 
sion. and the tip is barbed. 
The sap­ 
suckers, however, instead of having 
sharp, lair bed tongues like those of 
other 
woodpeckers, 
have 
brushlike 
tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of th** bristles en tlieir surface into 
hairs standing out 
from the tongue 
rather than pointing backward.

The kingfishers, with their dispropor­ 
tionately large bills, have short tongues.

Canfield’s bill providing for an 
annual appropriation of $200,000 to aid 
in building and repairing highways un­ 
der the supervision 
of the highway 
commission. 
The 
amendment 
pro­ 
vides that the money shall be expend­ 
ed under the supervision of the boards 
of county commissioners Instead of 
the 
highway 
commission. 
Another 
amendment cutting down the appro­ 
priation from $200,000 
to $100,000 a 
year was rejected. 
This action was taken after a de­ 
bate of about two hours in which sev­ 
eral of the members from tho interior 
of the state expressed themselves as 
very strongly opposed to the principle 
f having a state highway commission 
sui - rvi e the work of road construc­ 
tion iu the state. 
The senate normal school commit- 
! cr* reported for 
indefinite postpone­ 
ment the bill I roviding for the es­ 
tablishment 
of a. normal 
school at 
some point north of the 
line of the 
Northern Pacific road running west 
from Duluth 
and reported 
back the 
hill providing for a normal school at 
Pass Lake without recommendation. 
This will give the Cass Toike proposi­ 
tion the advantage of coming up for 
consideration on general orders and 
for general discussion on the floor of 
the session. 
The senate 
in committee 
of the 
whole, with Senator 
Ole O. Sn gong 
presiding, recommended five bills for 
passage. 


K il ls A p p o in tiv e Plan. 


The house killed the proposition of 
making the railroad commission ap­ 
pointive by the governor, but instead 
pf killing the bill amended it so as to 
make it an entirely different measure. 
A. J. Rockne of Zumbrota offered the 
amendment, which was adopted by the 
house. 
It struck out everything in the 
hill except the enacting 
clause, and 
substituted a provision that the gov­ 
ernor appoint two members to serve 
for four years at their regular com­ 
pensation, and 
at the end 
of their 
terms two additional members are to 
be elected by the people. 
This would 
make a commission of five members, 
two to be elected in 1908 and three to 
be elected in 1910. That the house did 
not favor the idea of Mr. Rachie was 
shown, but whether the adoption of 
the amendment wras made with any 
intention of adopting the bill was not 
evident. 
Speaker L. II. Johnson’s bill for the 
taxation 
of sleeping car 
companies 
was passed 
in the house. 
The 
tax 
provided in the bill is 4 per cent on 
state business 
and on 
a proportion 
based on mileage 
of interstate busi­ 
ness. 
At present these companies pay 
a tax of 3 per 
cent on purely 
state 
business. 
The cigarette dealers’ license bill, 
Introduced in the house by Ambrose 
Tlghe of St. Paul, was passed in that 
body. 
The bill provides that all per­ 
sons making, selling or otherwise dis­ 
posing of cigarettes, paper or substi­ 
tutes 
therefor 
must 
have 
a 
state 
license 
costing 
$15. 
There 
wmre 
twenty-two votes against the bill. 
The municipal ownership bill intro­ 
duced in the house by W. I. Nolan of 
Minneapolis, covering the main pro­ 
visions of the Muller law of Illinois, 
was recommended for passage In tho 
house committee of the whole.
